and I now affirm to the world, that 
I had not the leaft intention to doyou 
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any differvice, or to make any pro- 
perty of you. I only took the pa- 
pers from you to get fafe out of your 
hands, and to fee why you took the 
liberty of ufing my name without my 
knowledge ; nor, can it be faid, that ei- 
ther myfelf or my hufband requefted any 
money of your opponents, for all our 
trouble and lofs of time.

their cruelty. My mother remained 
eighteen months in_ prifon, 
acquitted with fome more of the re- 
bels. My father during this time was 
at Carlifle, where he was afterwards 
put to death.
